When a 
member is sick or in trouble he ts cared for 
and ¢efenoeed; quarrels among themse!ves arc 
arbitrated witpeut the necessity of going to 
law. One great use of these institutions is 
that dishonest Chinamen are looked after, and 
would be absconding debtors are made to se’ 

up ull claims before leaving. They are 
sleo excellent intelligence offlees: the wher 
boats of nearly every Chinaman in the coun 
try may be found im their records.

THE Se TALK. 

Many Few to the Chinese 
movement— talk the Celestials here as 
coolies, and the potion has been re-echoed by 
the Eastern press. The fact is that there 
never were coolies in California, and all the 
Chinese here are free to come and go as they 
please. John Stuart Mill, the Eaglish politi- 
cal economist, in a communication furaished 
by him reeent:y tothe Oskland (Cal.) Tran- 
script, showed that he also had some such 
notion. Butim regard totheir future ow 
ployment in the Southern States on an exten- 
sive seale, there ls some deuger of the coulie 
system being introdueed. That eystem as it 
exists in C uba, Peru, or the South Sea Islaods, 
is one of unmitigated slavery. But here the 
persecution Chinamwen receive is always from 
vulsiders; their employers alasost always treat 
them weil. 

But as “‘coolle’’ aterm of reproach, the 
ebemics of he Chincee Lbere— fast becomimeg a 
very small minority—lavarjably refer w th om 
by that title, Anti-coolie meetings have been 
called together jately. At one of them it was

manentasylum, The parlors were neatly and 
simply furnished, and, through the hindaouss 
of friends, adorned with a few books and pic- 
tures and Hluminated texts, rendering them 
chrerful and attractive for the weekly rece 
tions. The dormitourics were comforwbly fur 
nished. bus far, as has been stated, t « 
managers didnot alm at having the mission 
house a permanent Lome for brought 
under their care, es other pobie institutions 
under the care of the Episcopal Ciarch eub- 
serve this end to some extent. The mission, 
bowever, oficrs a ready and immediate refuge 
toany who, under the goadings of conscleace, 
the discouragements of their evil life and the 
heartaches incident to their conditios, feel as 
if they were exiled from society, cat off 
from friends, forsaken of Giod. Hardened 
and debased as many of them are, they have 
oft-recurring bours of disappointment, of 
gloom, perchance of remorse.

Many ar 
yiad to remain wecks and months, submilting 
themselves cheerfully to the kindly influences 
that surround them, till habits of industry, 
cleanliness and devotion are established aud 
they are fitted by suitable training to earn an 
honest living, when an cflort is made to pro 
cure for them respectable sitaatior 
store them to their fricnda. 
Home they are, of course, required to conform 
to the wholesome regulations of the house, 
such aa regular hoursof maing in the morning 
and retiiing at night end attendance upon 
fomily prayer luey are also isequired to 
keep their bedrooms tin orderand to share in 
the ordinary work of the house. They are 
taught to use the needle, of which wot of 
thom are very ignorant. They acquire inval 
uable habits of order and regularity, and, 
above all, they are systematically instructed in 
the things which “‘make for their everiast- 
ing peace.”’ Sewing and other work for bus! 
ness hours le obtained for the girls, and one- 
balf of all the carnings they are allowed to 
eave for themselves. 

THE GOOD RFSULZS 

(in the Istof May, 1867, three months after 
the opening of the mission, seventy-seven 
girls bad resided in the place for a longer or 
ehorter time—some fora day or two, some for 
weeks or months. Of these seventy-seven 
forty-srx it was hoped had abandoned street 
life. Fourteen obtained respectable homes 
Seven were restored to their friends. Seven 
teen remained in the house, and eight in other 
kindred inetitations. Of the -ad remainder, 
twenty-two returned to their evil courses, 
and fine were lost sight of. There are now 
in the home eceventeen girla, and during 
the past twelve months 122 bad been re 
ccived, making atotal of 159. Of thie nam 
ber many remained but a few days, and others 
for several mouths, and they all, while they 
did remain, found refuge and moral and re- 
ligious instruction at the Hlome. The total 
number, the mission in their last report 
corded as follows:

THE STRUGGLE 

The girls are never allowed to go out on the 
streets uvless accompanied by one of the la- 
dves who have charge of the Tlome, and ail 
litters addreseed to them are opened and 
read by Mrs. M. Liddell, the lady in charge, 
before they are delivered.

THE “LOST TRIBES.” 


One of them Found in Abyssinia. 

Ove of the * Lost Tribes,” sald to have been 
found in Abyssinia, ls deseribed by M. Halevy 
ina peper read before « learned society in 
France. The people are known as the Fala- 
shas, and they number two buodred and fit 
thousand souls. M. Halevy says they spe 
an Agua dialect called Falashina, or Kaillina, 
and into this language they have translated a 
Gheez version of the Uld Testament. They do 
pot practice polygamy. They circumcise 
their male children on the seventh day. Their 
woper names ere derived from Hebrew, Am- 
bavle, and Gheez. The lnstitutwn of puritica- 
tion is practiced. ihe children are taught 
the Bible, the Psalms, pravers, and 
secrec history. In the synagogues the sexes 
sitapart. Incepac is burned duriey the ser- 
vices. Their religious hopes are turned to Je- 
ruealem, but their ideas of Messiah are very 
indistinct. They are wholly unacquainted 
with Hebrew, and kaow nothing of the cere- 
monies instituted alter the time of Pzra, 
‘They have a religious literature, keep the Sab- 
beth rigidly; faet on Mondays and Thursdays; 
heep the Yih of AD to commemorate the de 
struction of Jerusalem; warh before and say 
grace after eating; have a traditivnal mode of 
slaughtering avimals for food; and practice 
commemorative sacrifices on the holy days, 
avd also tor the repose of the souls of the 
cead. Their women enjoy equalily with mec. 
They hold slaves, but liberate them afler a 
ecrvitude Of 81x ycars,

A Great Scotch City. 

Glasgow, though pot interesting to stran- 
gers, is ap extremely prosperous and busy 
place. It bas grown faster than any city in 
Great Britain, baviog increased its population 
from about 300,000 inp 1561 to over 550,000 at 
the present time, I's citizens now claim that 
it is the largest town in the United Kingdom, 
after London, baving more peuple than Liver- 
pool t-aay.
